The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is Patterson et al. (US 384,068). Patterson does not disclose or render obvious 
the bluff body having an egress, in combination with remaining limitations of 
independent claim 39. Patterson does not disclose or render obvious the flow divider 
having a corrugated profile so as to repeatedly cross the region surrounding the bluff 
body, as required by independent claim 47.
